VIRGINIA MAN CHARGED WITH ATTEMPTING TO FACILITATE D.C. METRORAIL ATTACK

A Virginia man was arrested Wednesday for al- 
legedly attempting to help others he thought 
were members of al-Qaida in planning mul- 
tiple bombings at Metrorail stations in the 
Washington, D.C., area, the Department of 
Justice said. 

Farooque Ahmed, 34, appeared briefly 
Wednesday before federal Magistrate John 
Anderson at the U.S. District Court in Alex- 
andria, Va. The court will appoint an attorney 
for Ahmed, and he was ordered to remain in 
custody until a detention hearing Friday, said 
Peter Carr, a spokesman for the U.S. attor- 
ney’s office in Alexandria. 

A federal grand jury returned a three-count 
indictment against Ahmed on Tuesday, the 
Justice Department said in a statement. 

“In announcing this arrest, officials em- 
phasized that at no time was the public in 
danger during this investigation and that 
the FBI was aware of Ahmed’s activities 
from before the alleged attempt began and 
closely monitored his activities until his ar- 
rest,” the statement said. “The public should 
be assured that there was no threat against 
Metrorail or the general public in the Wash- 
ington, DC., area.” 

Metrorail is the name of the subway sys- 
tem that serves the greater Washington area, 
including suburbs in northern Virginia and 
south-central Maryland. 

Ahmed is charged with attempting to pro- 
vide material support to a designated terrorist 
organization, collecting information to as- 
sist in planning a terrorist attack on a transit 
facility and attempting to provide material 
support “to help carry out multiple bombings 
to cause mass casualties” at the Washington- 
area stations, authorities said. If convicted, 
he faces a maximum sentence of 50 years in 
prison. 

An administration official said Wednesday 


that Ahmed has no known connections to any 
overseas terrorist groups or individuals. The 
investigation is continuing, the official said 
on condition of not being identified. 

White House press secretary Robert Gibbs 
told reporters the arrest is “another impor- 
tant example” of work by the FBI, all levels 
of law enforcement and the national security 
team “to keep our country safe.” 

‘At no point was the public in any danger,” 


Gibbs said. 

In a statement, the Washington Metropoli- 
tan Area Transit Authority said, “This arrest 
reinforces the need for continued vigilance by 
Metro and its customers.” 

Carr said Ahmed was dressed in casual 
clothes and had a long beard at the court ap- 
pearance, where he appeared reserved and 
“addressed the judge respectfully” 

Ahmed was arrested at 9:40 a.m. Wednes- 


day at a hotel in Herndon, Va., Carr said. 

Ahmed attempted to assist others “whom 
he believed to be members of al-Qaida” from 
April through Monday in planning multiple 
bombings at the stations, according to the 
indictment. 

Federal authorities declined to provide fur- 
ther information on the identities of the pur- 
ported al-Qaida members who allegedly were 
in contact with Ahmed. 


Purported bin Laden tape threatens French troops

A man purporting to be Osama bin Laden 
warned France to get its troops out of Afghan- 
istan and not to oppress Muslims at home in 
a tape broadcast by the Al-Jazeera network 
Wednesday 

“If you want to oppress us and thought that 
it was your right to ban the free women to 
wear the burqa, isn’t it our right to expel your 


occupying forces, your men from our lands?” 
the speaker demands, in reference to recently 
passed French legislation barring women 
from covering their faces in public. 

“The only way to safeguard your nation 
and maintain your security is to withdraw 
your forces from Bush’s despicable war,” the 
speaker says, an apparent reference to Af- 
ghanistan. 


The tape is audio only The speaker does 
not appear. CNN was not immediately able 
to confirm that it is bin Laden, the head of 
al-Qaida. 

“To the French people, I say that the for- 
mula is simple and clear: As you kill, you will 
be killed; as you imprison us, you will be im- 
prisoned; as you threaten our security we will 
threaten yours, and the one who started the 


oppression is the one to be blamed,” he says. 

France has 3,750 troops in Afghanistan, 
according to NATO’s International Security 
Assistance Force. 

French lawmakers approved a ban on full- 
face veils in September, citing security con- 
cerns and saying they violated women’s hu- 
man rights. The ban is scheduled to come into 
effect in the spring.

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Stewart-Colbert rally promises big turnout— but does it really mean anything? 


What does it take to get people 
out on the streets? 

The unlikely answer: Comedy 
Central late-night talk show 
hosts. Like the finale of this sea- 
son’s “Mad Men,” pretty much no 
one saw this coming. 

But come it has, and every in- 
dicator points to a hefty turnout 
for the Jon Stewart and Stephen 
Colbert event known alterna- 
tively as the “The Rally to Restore 
Sanity” and “The March to Keep 
Fear Alive. ’’The permit applica- 
tion for Saturday’s Washington, 

D.C., rally is for 60,000 people, 
according to the National Park 
Service, but more than 200,000 already have 
said they will attend on the Facebook event 
page. Whatever the number, the buzz alone 
says a great deal about the rally, certainly giv- 
ing it as much cultural heft as Glenn Beck’s 
recent “Fm standing a step below where Dr. 
King stood” Tea Party event, which drew 
just under 90,000, according to news report 
estimates. 

Basically, Stewart and Colbert actually 
could be responsible for an iconic American 
moment. So this means something, right? 
The maddening question is— uh— what? 

“The Daily Show with Jon Stewart” and 
“The Colbert Report” offer an intoxicating 
brew of low-brow comedy, satire and politi- 
cal commentary, but how exactly will that 
translate to a massive event in the nation’s 


capital? Have they just read 
their audiences correctly and 
decided that a pre-Halloween, 
pre-election— though minimal 
commitment— event will give 
a lot of young people a great 
excuse to party? This journal- 
ist certainly plans to find out 
since Fll be covering it from 
the ground. (Tes, this is almost 
as dangerous and daring as, say 
touring Somalia, but someone 
has to do it.) 

In gathering the opinions of 
Chicagoans who plan to make 
the 13-hour, 700 -mile drive 
for the gathering ( and those 
holding a satellite rally to take place in Grant 
Park), I was struck by two things. First, a lot 
of people are going to DC. A simple query 
on my blog netted dozens of car-poolers and 
two charter buses. Second, those attending 
had an awful lot to say about their reasons 
for going, 99 percent of which had a strongly 
political flavor. 

Here’s the thing: Even as Oprah donates 
the trip to DC. to one of Stewart’s studio au- 
diences, Arianna Huffington provides buses, 
and Stewart and Colbert make the rounds on 
David Letterman and Larry King’s shows, it’s 
hard to call this thing just a couple of come- 
dians doing a bit on a massive stage. 

Stewart and Colbert clearly have tapped 
into a frustration that is pretty much the 
antithesis of the Tea Party rally that everyone 


assumes is this event’s inspiration. As Comedy 
Central promoters phrase it so eloquently on 
the event’s Facebook page, this is a gathering 
for those “who feel that the loudest voices 
shouldn’t be the only ones that get heard; and 
who believe that the only time it’s appropri- 
ate to draw a Hitler mustache on someone is 
when that person is actually Hitler.” 

I hope it’s not too jarring a segue to quote 
“Spider-Man.” But with great power— like 
the power to rally possibly tens of thousands 
in DC.— comes great responsibility 

Stewart, in particular, long has hid his 
influence behind his role as a comedian, 
famously telling Tucker Carlson in a 2004 
episode of CNN’s “Crossfire,” “The show 
that leads into me is puppets making crank 
phone calls,” a reference to Comedy Central’s 
show “Crank Tinkers.” 

C’mon. Would 200,000 people say they’re 
turning out for Rachel A/Iaddow? Or George 
Clooney? Or any Democratic politician? 
(That last one is the funniest.) Stewart’s influ- 
ence is made plain just by his show’s guest list. 
Even conservative heavy hitters such as Tea 
Party cheerleader Dick Armey, presidential 
hopeful Newt Gingrich and House Minor- 
ity Whip Eric Cantor stop by Stewart’s set 
to hawk books because opinion-makers and 
DC. insiders— even on the right— watch it. 

And despite their attempts to paint this 
rally as a tsk-tsk to extremism on “both 
sides,” anyone who thinks Stewart and 
Colbert are anything but a decently left-of- 
center political thinkers is clearly not watch-

While people who call themselves conser- 
vative may attend and may also favor a more 
reasonable discourse, what’s very obvious 
about the enthusiasm surrounding the rally 
is that it taps into the same mostly young, 
mostly liberal, kind of half-hearted political 
activism that helped send Barack Obama to 
the White House. 

Two years on, that sense of purpose has 
been buried under a veritable landslide of bad 
news, tough legislative battles and harden- 
ing realities, yet Stewart and Colbert have at 
least partially unearthed it.

For someone who’s six months pregnant, Angie Mc- 
Mahon has become quite adept at juggling and hur- 
dling at the same time. 

For her, organizing a Chicago rally to coincide with 
the Rally to Restore Sanity hosted Saturday by Jon 
Stewart in Washington, D.C., has felt that way said 
McMahon, a founding member of Chemically Imbal- 
anced Theater in Lakeview 

Despite having a mere 38 days to coordinate the 
Chicago rally, she and others have raised more than 
$18,000, mostly through Facebook. They also expect 
as many as 5,000 people to attend the rally set for 
II a.m. Saturday in Grant Park. 

Just one problem: As of Wednesday, city officials had 
yet to grant permission. 

A Chicago Park District spokeswoman said McMa- 
hon’s group has yet to pay applicable fees and turn in an 
acceptable security plan. 

She 
added she’s amazed that— with 6,700 Facebook page 
members contributing— this rally might actually hap- 
pen. 

Planned Parenthood is the lone outside sponsor, of- 
fering $500 in exchange for having its logo displayed. 

‘Am I surprised? Absolutely especially in this diffi- 
cult economy,” McMahon said. 

The group still is about $2,000 short, she said. Any 
profit from the event will go to a public high school on 
the South Side. 

Hosted by satirist Aaron Freeman, the Chicago rally 
is set to include local comedians and activists, as well as 
live video feeds from the DC. rally

Talking tough 

Senate candidates trade personal barbs in last debate

Democrat Alexi Giannoulias and Republican 
Mark Kirk acted amicably at the beginning 
and end of their last debate in the U.S. Senate 
campaign Wednesday but they filled the rest 
of the hour with innuendo and suggestions of 
guilt by association. 

Both men traveled well-covered ground that 
theyVe exploited repeatedly in expensive TV 
attack ads. But the venue, a live broadcast on 
PBS, allowed them to confront each other di- 
rectly 

Giannoulias sought to rebut Kirk’s repeated 
use of a list of crime figures who got loans from 
the Democrat’s failed family bank. Giannou- 
lias said the Republican took donations from 
a host of people who pleaded guilty to political 
corruption. 

“^u know what, I brought my list. If you 
want to play these guilt-by-association attacks, 
let’s do it,” Giannoulias said, ticking off a list 
of people who pleaded guilty during the early 
investigation into disgraced former Gov Rod 
Blagojevich’s administration. “I can go on and 
on.” 

Kirk responded that his campaign refunded 


money “the moment we knew about criminal 
problems.” 

“What I didn’t do is run a bank that had so 
many relationships to mobsters and villains,” 
Kirk said of Broadway Bank. 

“What I didn’t do is bet the whole bank on 
risky real estate loans.” 

Kirk contended that Giannoulias, the first- 
term state treasurer, displayed his “immatu- 
rity” by “trying to have it both ways” in say- 
ing he would have voted for the congressional 
bailout of financial institutions while wanting 
more oversight in the legislation. 

Kirk also accused Giannoulias of flip-flop- 
ping by saying he did not favor reopening 
the North American Free Trade Agreement, 
though the Democrat’s website proposes to 
seek more labor and social protections. Gi- 
annoulias “wanted to start a trade war,” Kirk 
said, prompting the Democrat to interject 
that the Republican’s statement was “absolute- 
ly, unequivocally untrue.” 

The two began talking over each other so 
much that Kirk asked the show’s host, Phil 
Ponce, to restore order. 

“Do you want to moderate this?” Kirk asked. 


Spartans’ 
exit creates 
gridlock

After rallying to beat Northwestern University’s Wildcats 
on Saturday in Evanston, the Michigan State University 
Spartans created traffic gridlock as the football team cut 
and weaved out of Illinois. 

In a maneuver usually reserved for U.S. presidents and 
other VIPs, Illinois State Police troopers for the first time 
escorted the Michigan State football caravan from Ryan 
Field on the Northwestern campus and along the Edens 
and Kennedy expressways toward Michigan. Previously 
Evanston police would escort teams only to the entrance 
of the Edens Expressway in Skokie. 

State police officials downplayed any negative effect, 
saying the traffic-stopping escort was no different from 
accompanying a funeral procession or a truck hauling an 
oversized load. 

But Northwestern University Athletic Department of- 
ficials, who paid for the escort and apparently believed 
it would go no farther than through Evanston to the en- 
trance of the Edens, said they were surprised by the extent 
of the escort. They promised to fine-tune future escorts 
involving the state police.

Police say West Side man

Some summer tests 
might slim down

The city of Chicago might be forced to down- 
size or consolidate some of its smaller annual 
lakefront music festivals if attempts to priva- 
tize them fail, officials said Wednesday 

Megan McDonald, executive director of 
the Mayor’s Office of Special Events, told al- 
dermen during a hearing on the 2011 budget 
that the city will do its best to put on all the 
festivals: Taste of Chicago, the Viva Chicago 
Latin music festival, Celtic fest. Country 
Music Fest, Blues Fest, Jazz Fest and Gospel 
Fest. 

But with the cost of mounting the festivals 
going up while attendees are spending less 
money on food and drinks, McDonald said 
it is becoming increasingly difficult for the 
city to pay for them. The city is planning to 
send out requests for proposals from private 
companies to run some or all of the festivals.

The city is inching closer to looking for a 
private company to take over managing Chi- 
cago’s blue cart recycling program. 

The Department of Environment is work- 
ing on crafting the official request for propos- 
als from contractors, and the request should 
be issued in the next month. Streets and Sani- 
tation Commissioner Thomas Byrne said at 
the city’s budget hearing Tuesday 

Whether those proposals would be to 
maintain or expand service remains to be 
seen, the city said. 

Anthony Beale (9th), whose 
ward covers Pullman, said the city either 
needs to find the resources to roll out the pro- 
gram to the entire city or stop the recycling 
program altogether. 


which should happen in “the next few weeks,” 
McDonald said. 

Taste, Jazz Fest and Blues Fest are tradi- 
tionally the city’s marquee summer parties, 
so McDonald said it’s unlikely there would 
be large changes to those if the city continues 
running them. 

But the others could look very different 
if the city has to scramble to try to organize 
them in the wake of an unsuccessful search 
for a private firm, she said after the hearing. 

“If we get to March, and suddenly we’re try- 
ing to organize a festival that’s scheduled in 
May we may have to look at changing some 
things,” McDonald said, noting that Celtic 
Fest started on May 8 this year. 

And Country Music Fest could again be- 
come part of Taste, as it was for 16 years be- 
fore getting its own, separate weekend on the 
lakefront in 2008. 


Currently, 241,000 households (single-fam- 
ily homes and buildings of four units or fewer) 
have blue carts. 

That means the 359,000 households eli- 
gible for the city recycling service are without 
carts. Service hasn’t been expanded due to 
budget constraints. 

“When they drive around and see them, my 
community is saying, ‘Why don’t we have the 
blue carts?’ All I can tell them is we have re- 
source problems, but they don’t want to hear 
that,” Beale said. 

“They don’t want to hear other communi- 
ties have it and we don’t. It looks like there’s 
one community being favored over another.” 

Byrne had no comment on the option of 
charging a recycling fee as listed in the city’s 
Inspector General’s Office budget options re- 
port released earlier this week.

A 23-year-old man was 
shot to death Friday in the 5500 block 
of West Roosevelt Road, officials said. A 
22-year-old man was fatally shot in the 
2000 block of North Newland Avenue, 
according to officials. 

Citywide, fatal shootings occurred in 
Ashburn, Chicago Lawn, Humboldt Park, 
the Lower West Side, the Near North 
Side and Washington Heights in the last 
two weeks, RedEye determined. Also, a 
30-year-old man was stabbed last week 
in West Pullman. The victims from these 



homicides were all men between the 
ages of 15 and 59, according to data. 

Twenty-five homicides have been re- 
corded so far this month, according to 
data. Police recorded 36 homicides in 
October last year, RedEye found.

The coach radically shuffled the lineup in an ef- 
fort to spark his team out of the doldrtrms of a two- 
game losing streak and got the desired effect as the 
Hawks defeated the Kings 3-1 on^JCbdnesday night 
at the United Center. 

“Over the course of the year you probably try 
just about every combination possible,” Quennev- 
ille said.

Jake Dowell, Viktor Stalberg and Patrick Sharp 
scored for the Hawks to support a solid effort 
by goaltender Marty Turco in front of a crowd 
of 20,667.

5THINGSTOKNOW: roots & bleeding heart

Scott Weiner and Greg Mohr, the guys behind 
Wicker Park sports bar The Fifty/50, are hard at 
work launching their next project at 1916-1924 
W Chicago Ave., and it’s going to be a big one: a 
200 -seat pizzeria and bar called Roots next door 
to the new home base for Bleeding Heart Bakery 
& Cafe. It won’t open until March 2011, but these 
tidbits should whet your appetite: 

1. It’s been a long time coming 

Mohr and Weiner have been searching for the right 
space for Roots for months, and after getting to 
know Bleeding Heart’s Michelle and Vinny Garcia 
(who live near The Fifty/50 and eat there often), they 
decided to collaborate. Sports-bar dudes teaming 
up with punk-rock bakers sounds like a cool combo 
to us. 

2. The pizza’s Quad City-style 

Mohr, who grew up in Rock Island, and Weiner 
brought on Wise Guys Pizza owner Marv Wise (who 
also spent years at the Quad Cities’ well-known 
Harris Pizza) to consult on this particular style of 
pizza, known for its hand-tossed pies cut into strips 
with scissors. “It’s not crispy thin-crust, but it’s defi- 
nitely not deep-dish,’’ Weiner says. “The crust has a 
very specific spice mix ... and it has dark malt in it, 
which gives it a sweet nuttiness.’’ 


3. The drinks may give you flashbacks 

More than a dozen Midwestern-brewed beers 
may not bring you back to your childhood, 
but Roots’ house-brewed root beer on tap and 
spiked sodas in big ol’ pizzeria-style Pepsi cups 
just might. 

4. The bakery won’t just bake 

Bleeding Heart’s two-story bakery and cafe 
won’t just be about the organic treats and cra- 
zy cakes that the Garcias have become known 
for. Michelle also will flex her brunch muscles 
(she once co-owned and designed the menu 
at Humboldt Park’s Flying Saucer) with dishes 
such as mushroom polenta eggs Benedict with 
persimmon hollandaise and decadent dough- 
nut breakfast sammies. The Garcias will look to 
Bleeding Heart’s most popular cupcake flavors 
as inspiration for its coffee drinks, pancakes 
and waffles. 

5. There will be plenty to watch 

Thanks to a glassed-in kitchen and viewing 
mirrors, you’ll be able to watch staffers in ac- 
tion tossing pizza dough at Roots. At Bleeding 
Heart, passersby can spy Vinny decorating 
cakes in the storefront window.

Elvis Costello’s latest finds the singer-songwriter sneering 
about shakedowns, picked-clean bones and ravenous wolves. 
Notably, the title track seethes with a blue-collar rage clearly 
inspired by Wall Street and the corporate culture that has seen 
executive bonuses escalate even as high unemployment num- 
bers continue unabated. 



But while current headlines might have inspired the 56-year- 
old’s latest thorny outburst, the remainder of the album, 
recorded in Nashville and L.A. with producer T Bone Burnett, ventures into murkier terrain. 
Traversing Dixieland, barroom blues and country-rock, Costello appears to equate modern trou- 
bles with humankind’s inherently wicked nature. “Man is a miserable ape and a sad pile of sticks,’’ 
he croons over jazzy piano on “My Lovely Jezebel.” “He comes out swinging, gets in a few licks.” 
Best of all? The noir-ish, highly literate “All These Strangers,” which unfolds like prime Hitchcock.

Hugh Hefner, star 
of a new documentary, 
dishes about Playboy’s 
move from Chicago 

Hugh Hefner’s life defies conventional logic. 

From his Hyde Park apartment in the con- 
servative 1950 s, he launched a magazine filled 
with naked women— and, of course, 
articles by renowned writers such as 
Ray Bradbury— and turned it into a 
global phenomenon. He has had as 
many as seven live-in girlfriends at 
once, which he calls “an overreaction 
to an unhappy marriage,” and later 
whittled that down to a far more, 
um, traditional, three. Currently the 
84-year-old Northwest Side native’s 
girlfriend, 24-year-old Crystal Har- 
ris, probably is younger than yours. 

Now the Playboy editor and pub- 
lisher gets his own big-screen treat- 
ment in Oscar-winning documentar- 
ian Brigitte Berman’s affectionate 
“Hugh Hefner: Playboy, Activist and 
Rebel,” opening Friday at the Gene 
Siskel Film Center. 

The film focuses less on Hefner’s 
role as an idolized sex symbol and 
more on his refusal to conform to re- 
pressive societal standards, whether 
he’s expanding people’s views of 
sexuality or featuring mixed-race 
bands on the TV show “Playboy’s 
Penthouse” at a time when that sort 
of thing just wasn’t done. 

Hefner, who hasn’t lived in Chicago since 
1975, returns Thursday and Friday for the mov- 
ie’s premiere before heading west to a Hallow- 
een party (his and Harris’ planned costumes: 
vampire and mermaid). 

From the L.A. Playboy Mansion, Hefner 
talked about Playboy’s impending move from 
Chicago, Robert Downey Jr. playing him in 
a biopic and a controversial area of Chicago 
he’s proud to have influenced. 
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What do you think of the possibility of Rob- 
ert Downey Jr. playing you? 

Well, I think it’s a compliment. He did 
“Chaplin.” He’s a very good actor ... After 
“Iron Man,” of course, he became a super- 
star. He called me the following week and 
said, ‘All right, when are we going to do the 
Playboy film?” So if we get a good screenplay, 
that’s what we’re going to do. 

Why are you trying to repurchase all the 
shares of the company and take it private? 

Because I think the company is underval- 
ued, and I think the company needs strong 
partners. We need capital infusion and strong 
synergistic partners that can take us ... the 
company’s been floundering, but as a brand 
we’re hotter than ever. 

Will the offices be moving out of Chicago? 

I think we’re probably going to be doing that 
out of economic concerns, yes. We will be 
probably consolidating on the West Coast. 

[A Playboy spokeswoman Wednesday told the 
Tribune that the company has “no plans” to 
move from Chicago.] 

Any chance you’ll re-open a mansion here? 

In Chicago? No chance at all. It’s a combina- 
tion of condos there owned by a number of 
different people. 

I’m sure you can find another mansion. We’d 
be happy to help it prosper. 

Why would I want to? 

’Cause we want you to. 

[Laughs.] Well, you know, I think the 
weather is prohibitive there in certain times 
of the year. The truth of the matter is I really 
have Lived in two places all my life. In other 
words, the roots come from Chicago, clearly, 
and I have never lost connection with that. 
My childhood and teenage years, when the 


dreams were being dreamed, remain very 
close to me, and they are really the heart of 
what I’m all about. But the other part of it 
came from the West Coast, came from Hol- 
lywood. I truly did find a second home here. 

On Twitter, @iamronchicago wanted to know 
if you have a plan for when you will retire. 

I don’t think I will ever retire. I think that’s 
the first step toward the grave. It’s the work 
and play and staying active that keeps you 
young. 

What do you think of “The Viagra T riangle”? 

The what triangle? 

The Viagra Triangle. The Gold Coast area, 
not far from where the original Playboy 
Mansion was. Have you heard that before? 

No, I haven’t. 

The Viagra T riangle. Because there are 
frequently older men there with younger 
women. 

Oh, the Viagra Triangle! [Laughs.] And it’s 
the Gold Coast area? You’re talking about 
the Near North Side, where the clubs were? 
And that’s now known as the Viagra Triangle? 
Maybe I started something in that area! 

You’d be proud of that? 

[Laughs.] Yes! I think that’s pretty funny 

How often do you take a look around you 
and marvel? A lot of people would think 
you’d be in awe all the time. 

Yes. In other words, I am a very introspec- 
tive and reflective person, so on a number of 
occasions I simply in effect pinch myself and 
think, “Is this really a dream? Am I going to 
wake up tomorrow?” From my own perspec- 
tive, I am the luckiest guy on the planet.

The bonus of 
the fitness buddy

Fitness loves compan)^ whether it’s a running 
buddy, a spotter in the weight room or a pal 
to bolster your courage as you tackle that first 
yoga class. 

Experts say buddying up can make your 
workout easier to stick with and harder to 
miss. 

“People don’t necessarily work out for so- 
cial reasons, but that social factor can keep 
them working out,” said Kerri O’Brien of the 
equipment manufacturer Life Fitness. “And 
stopping becomes more difficult when you 
have to overcome those social bonds.” 

Whether you’re trying to lose weight or 
train for a marathon, O’Brien said sharing 
goals strengthens bonds as well as resolve. 

A national survey of i,ooo adult exercis- 
ers conducted by Life Fitness found that 
27 percent of women prefer to work out with 
a friend. 

‘As with any new habit, if you have the op- 
portunity to talk and make decisions with an- 
other person, you’re more likely to stay with 
it,” she said. 

For Jessica Matthews of the American 
Council on Exercise, it’s all about account- 
ability “One of the perceived barriers to ex- 
ercise is motivation: getting it there, getting it 
done,” she said. “If you know someone’s wait- 
ing on you, it might prompt you to exercise on 
a day when you would not if you were doing 
it solo.” 

She’s often seen women who go to the gym 
set up a little circuit among themselves, using 


dumbbells, resistance bands and leg presses 
in rotation. Men, too, often spot each other 
in the weight room and offer advice on form, 
she said.

And she cautions that this bond, like any 
other, needs tending. 

“Working out should strengthen the rela- 
tionship, not stress it,” she said, “So choose 
times convenient for both, and try not to 
overpromise each other.” 

Crucial to maintenance is what O’Brien 
calls that open respect conversation. 

“Discuss what your goals are, and if they 
change, share them with each other,” she 
said. “Check in with each other at every work- 
out.”
